Necessary; Decision Up To Board 


Cramped Facilities, Aviation Interest Given As 
Reasons For New Campus Building Plan of Officials 


Approval of a campus building 
expansion program made neces- 
sary to accommodate new courses 
in practical aeronautics as well as 
a general increase in jaysee at- 
tendance anticipated next year, 
rested today in the hands of the 
local Board of Education. 


The plan which began in March 
with the suggested adgition of 
two tent bungalows has been al- 
tered so that it would now add to 
present limited facilities: 
EXPLAIN NEEDS 

(1) A new lecture room south 
of College hall, sufficient to ac- 
commodate 80 science students. 

(2) Enlargement of bungalow 
L west of the Administration 
building, to make room for the 
increase in student draftsmen. 

(3) Expansion of equipment in 
the high school machine shop, now 
occupied by mechanics classes, for 
additional practical aeronautics 
courses. 

Director D. K. Hammond said 
today that the local board will 
convene May 15 to consider the 
proposal, and fix the district’s ed- 
ucation budget for next year. 
“EXPANSION IMPERATIVE” 

The already overcrowded facili- 
ties in mechanical drawing and 
science courses, Mr. Hammond told 
El Don today, in addition to ex- 
pected growth, make expansion 
imperative. In addition, founding 
of an extensive course in prac- 
tical aeronautics next year makes 
necessary a complete _ aviation 
laboratory. 

“In searching for personnel,” 
Mr. Hammond said concerning the 
aviation industry’s boom that has 
revealed a lack of trained men, 
“the aircraft companies have 
shown us that we can better 
serve our students who desire such 
training by increasing our shop 


| facilities and expanding our 
courses.” 
NEW SHOPS NEEDED 

“At the present time,’ he 
stated, “our shop equipment. is 


not sufficient to accommodate 
students who desire to prepare 
for superior positions in the in- 
dustry.” 

By adding to the limited equip- 
ment in the high school laboratory, 
the new courses

Mutton 
chop whiskers, so named because 
of their resemblance to the tri- 
angular cut of meat, and prevalent 
in the present contest on the local 
campus, reached their peak in the 
gay 90’s. Even animals have play- 
ed a part in fashions in beards.
